OD FROM THE BEGINNING, 

hath as in a moft clcarc and euident glafle , fctte 
forth himfelfc to be beholden and^nownc of 
vs^cueninliiscrcatures^Scin the orderly courfe 
of the wojlde. For when we fee and confidcr the 
vnmeafurable grcatnesof thcworlde, and the 
partes thereof to he fo framed, as they could not 
poftibly in bcaurie be fayrer^ nor for profit bcu 
tcr: wevndcrfl.uidcthcieby the omnipotent power of God in crea- 
ting them, bis dminewifedome in ordering and difpofing them, his 
infinite goodncs in continually prcfeiuingthem, that they runnc not 
to ruine and vttcr decay, but aie by him vplioldcn, euen to the ncceH 
farievfeandfuftcntationofmanslyfe. Although tliis creation of the 
vvorlde, and the maruaylous ordering and preferuing thereof were 
fufficient whereby men might knowcGod, and vvorfhip him being 
kno\Tne , or elfc be without excufe : yet it hath plcafed God of his 
gi-eat mercie to giuc vnto vs his worde, wherein he hath more pl?inly 
and fijlly rcuealed himfclfc, and his will, to our moft fingular commo- 
ditie and comfort. For we through the tall of our fiiil parentes being 
become blmde in vndcrftandinci, corrupt in defiring, and wicked in 
working, ai e by the worde of God faiiteflilly of \3Teccyucd, lightned 
in our myndes, reformed in our affcdions, and ordered aiight in our 
domgs : in fo much as the Princely Prophet Dauid fay th , that the 
meancs whereby a yong man fhall clcnfe his waye, is to rule himfclfc 
aftcrthisv/ordc, which worde alfo he pronounctth to be his delight 
and his counP^lIer, yea he percej ued it to be of fuch vcrtue and exccU 
lencie, that he prcferreth it bcl ore all worldly treafures whatfbeuer : I 
loue, fayth hc,thy commaundements aboue golde and'precious ftonc* 
Agayne, thy lawe is dearer vnto me then thoufandcs ot gol Je and fil-» 
uer. But I myndcnot to enter here into the worthyc commendation 
of this worde, or to rehearfe the manifoldc and moft fingulnr commo-. 
dities, which redounde to the godly thereby.Oncly ihat which I hauc 
mentioned out of Dauid may fufficc to declare that it is a treafurcof 
all other moft precious. 
ForalLnudi then as die worde of God is a trcafurc fo cxcellent,what

lhall we thinlcc or fay of the true and fyncere Preachers and expoun- 
ders thereof? We acknowledge great friendiliip in them , by whofe 
meanes we attayne to an earthly commoditie , and howe fhall we be 
affeded towarde them, which open to vs the way to an heauenly trea- 
fure ? We thinkc our felues much beholden to thofc, winch minifter 
vnto vs the foode of this fraile life : but what recompence lhall we 
gender vnto tlicm^by whofe meanes we come to enioy the foode of e- 
uerlafting lyfe ? Wherefore light worrtaipfull,if I ihoiild render a rea- 
fon of my labour beftowed in tranflating this treatife into the englifli 
tongue, I thinke it were fulficient if I fliould fay no more, but that the 
'word of God is therein foundly and (yncerely expounded. Although I 
may defcend vnto particular pointes,and lliew other wcightie caufes 
thereof For you are not ignoraunt fiowethe Papifts both haue bine 
and alfo be grieuous enemies to the dofti ine of iuffification by fay die 
oncly in Chrift , pretending for their chiefe defence the teftimonie of 
S. lames, where he feemeth to attribute iuftjfication towotkcsand 
not to fay th onely, whofe authoririe they haue wrongfully wrcftcd 
and mifinterpreted. Whereby dicy haue not onely erred diemfelues, 
but alfo haue caufed many other to erre. Which falfe interpretation 
of theirs is in this treatife very learnedly and tlirou^hly improued, 
and the meaning of the Apoftle truly and playncly declared. 

Agairie,your wifedome doth well know,that the myftcries of God 
are wifely and difcretcly to be difpofed,vand not oncly the docbrine of 
fayth faithfully to be taught, but alfo the dodrine of workes diligent- 
ly to be vrgedjboth to ftoppe the fclaunderous mputhes ot many pra- 
ting Papifts, and alfo to remedie many abufes very rife among vs. For 
whereas the fyncere preachers of Gods worde doc according to the 
Saipturcs teach, that the bloudofCIirift is afufficient fUuefor die 
fore of (innc , and that we are iuftified by faydi alone m him , without 
mens merits,y/oikcs, or fatiffiftions: many fclaiindering Papifts arc 
not alhamed moft falfly to affirme, that they are louers of lufts, prea- 
chers of prefent plcafure,and giucrs oflibertic to all licentious liuing, 
and making no ftore of good workes , doc caft onely fayth vndci 
inens elbowes to leane vpon.V Vhen as the true preachers haue alway 
preached, and all the writinges of the godly haue moft diligently 
t.uight,that that fayth^which is not liuely and fruitcfull of good works 
did neuer profire any but to the increafe of dieu- owne damnationran J 
rontrariwife^ that thatfiiyth, whereby alone accordmg to the Scrip- 
tures,they teach that we are iuftified^iath good workes neceflaiily ac- 
companying it,not as caufes o four filuation, but as necelfuie fiiiitcs ; 
x)f a liuely fay th,as is alfo in this treatife of S. lames very learnedly and * 
idiligeculy declared. Whereby not onely the Papifts are admonithed,

thsBthey doc not open their lying lips fowrongftiny to raylc vpoa 
riie true preachere of Gods word , but alfo many other are aduertifcd 
of their dutie.who by piofcflion are Chnftians, but in life more then 
prophane,who are not ataed to fay : if faith luftific without works, 
thenlctvsworke nothing, butletvsonely belccue and doc what wc 
liftjindfo like cainall ai^d SFclcfle biieisthcy turne the libcrtie ot 
the Spirite mto wantonnes and flefhly liberae . But let thcfe men vn- 
derftand,that fuch prophine profcflion and carelcfTe contempt dooth 
hiohly difpleafe almighue God,and is diligently deteftcd and (harpcly 
reproucd of his fiythtiillminiftcr$,bothin wordes andwritin-s,whofc 
wholefome admonitions let them cartfullyregard,andbeadumifed 
and brought thereby to follow inworkes that which they profcs in 
Tvords,leaft they deceiuc them ftlues, and at the laft reapc molt bitter 
fruites of their fayned fay th. „ i r u • 

Not oncly thcfe are in thisprefent treatifc admonifhed of their 
datie,butmany other moft profitable poyntcs of Chnftinn dodbrinc 
and aodly inrtrudions are learnedly handled and liuely fee fbrth ther- 
ifl whci-eby the Chriftian readers may learne to dircft dieir doingcs, 
and order their life according to the prefcnpt rule of Gods vvordc. As 
for them which obftinatcly refufc , or at the leaft wife little reoardc 
fuch eodly mftruaions as God hath in thcfe dayes (his name be high- 
Ive miyfed diercfore) by Ins faythfiiU Mimftcrs both by prea- 
. Jhin" and writing ofTered vnto them : let them remember that they 
that "are of God hcaie and rccciue Gods word , and if they doe die 
contrarie that they arenotof God :let them know, ,fthcy benow 
vvearie of it and come to the lotliing ofit, that their foule is fbllen in- 
to a daungcrous difeafe.For as a good appetite to natural foodeis a 
token of die helth of the body , and to refufe and loth the fame is a 
fure fieneof fomefickenes or difcafe : fo is it likevvife in the foulc 
rcfiifinaorlothin^the heaucnly foode of Gods word. Againc let 
them call to minde , that it was aunfwercd to the rich glutton being 
tormentedinhell,vvhen he would haue one fent from the dead to 
admonifhhis brediren, Icaft they came into that torment that his 
bretluen had Mofes and the Prophets,vyhom they ought to heare if 
they would auoydedie like fierie flames andhellifh torments Let 
themafl'urethemfelues that the day wiU come, when Chrift lefus 
lhall with vnfpeakablc maieftie and infinite power come to 'udge the 
quickeandthedea^vvhcnfromthcfurtheftcornTOofthevvorldl^^^ 
beheard the found ofthetnimpct,vvherevvith all (hnlbecaUedtothc 
iudgementfeatc, then the fecretes of allheartcs fhallbe laydeopen, 
anithe domges ofeueiy man playnely difcouered-Tjen the vngodly 
and wicked ones, which haue in this life defpifed the word of God,

^OVRE THINGES IN MY IVDGE^ 
' ment arc diligently to be weighed and confidered in the 
^ beginning of the cxpofition of eiicry treatifc of the holyc 
^Scripture^to vvitjvvho is the author of it, what occafion 
* there was to write it,vvliat is the endc and purpofe of it, 
and what is die mancr,methode, or order of handlmg it. For thefc 
four being aptly and rightly declared are as it were a certainc light be- 
fore the reader to guide him to the entrance ofeuer)r treatifc of the 
lx)ly Scnpture.Of thefe therefore I will fpeakcin order , whereby 
the argument of this Epiftlc may be the better vndei-fl^i|id% 

The author ofthisEpiftfe was lames the Apoftle, who is called The author of 
the brother of the Lord. He, togitherwidithe reft of the ApolUes ^^'^^P^^^^^^^ 
was not onely the fpacc of three yeaies inftruded by the voyce and vvS. 
fpirite of the Lorde : but alfo after the refurredion of Chrift with the 
other Apoftlesrccciued the holyc Glioft, and a commaundement to 
preach the Gofpcll to all nations, and on the day of Pentccoftwas 
againe by a vifible fi^nc authorifed and confirmed in his Apoftlclliip, 
Hereof It appcareth what is to be iudgcd of this Epiftlc, to wit , that 
\^emuftgiucnok{r. credit toit, then to the voyce ofGod,forthe thoiiciethis 
author thereof is the Apoftle of Icfus Chnft,who at the laft fealcd the Epiftie is, and 
GofpellofChnft with his blood. For when he taught Chrift to bee from whence 
theconqucrerofdeAth,andtofitattheright hand of God inhcaucn, ^'fi;;^'^^^^^^^^ 
tlieIcvvesdidcaftftonesathim,andat the length he kneeling ypon j^^^^^ 
his knces,and praying for his pcrfccutoui s, was flayne with a llillers 
clubbe,and that not long before the citie was afiaulted by Vefpafian. 
Whether therefore thou confidercft the minifterie of God, vvherui 
this mandidlabour,eydierhis life,eyther his confcffion, orhisende, 
thou haft a teftimonie of the infallible truth of his doftrme. 

The occafio wliich Lames had to writc/ecmeth to be douhle,onc the ^fj^^j^^^JJ^* 
perfecutio of the Church, an other the hypocrifie in many .How great ^ j^^^^ 
die perfecution of the Church was in the time of lames, the Eccleli- write this 
afticall hiftorie dothteacheat large. For the levves were not onelye piftlcisof 
affliaedby being difperfed through the v^holc world : but alfo they wvu fortes, 
vverccuenalmoft ouervvhelmed with diucrs tentations of herctikes 
and dcuels. For as inwardly they were molefted by falfc bredircn : fo 
outwardly bytyranes they were prouoked to forfake their profcflio, 
fometimc with thrcatninges fometime with promifes. Hypocnfic 
alio did not a litle oftcnd them.For many did profeflc Clirift , and ac- 
knowledging him to be a fauiour, did extoll his bcnefites, but they li- 
ued without a liucly faytli .ind repentance. With thefe troubles was 
the Church then tofled,vvitli thefe vexations was the fpouft of Chnft 
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the maner 
and order.

Acn afflifleJjwliich when Tames did fee, he tooke therupon occafTon 
to write jthat by fome meancs he might remedy thefe euils. 
•The end and Of this occafion tlie fcopc and purpofe of lames in thisEpiftIc 
purpofeofthe may be eafily vndei-ftande. For all which ne herefayth, tendethvnto 
A^,.n}^ this endcpot ondy to confirmc and ftrengthen Chriftians and thofc 
that be godly in deedc^gaynft the offence of afHiftion, whom he cx- 
horteth vnto paticnce5t{iat they (hould not^being ouercome with te- 
tations^ue oucr their confcflion , but rather looke to the euent and 
end of affliSion : but alfo that he may call backe liypocritcs from their 
<rrour,whom as he teachcthhovv vaync the boftingoffayth is with- 
out a Iiuely confidence in God and the true fmites of faith • fo he ex- 
horteth them vnto mancrs worthy of a Cliiiftian profcflion, and dc* 
hortcth them from the vices contrarie thereunto, except they had ra- 
ther fufFer iuft piiniflimcnt for their fkibburnneflTe and difobedience. 
The maner or order of handling isfomevvhat free and bold, as is 
wont to be iji exhorting and reprouing,vvliich I will diligently ihew 
in tlie expoduQa of cueric chapter. 

ButhovvneceflaricthisEpiftleis in our churches at this daye^hc 
may ealily vnderftand: which Iceth that the moil part tliat vvil be cal-* 
led Chriitians,doc boft of a vayne and a dead faith : VVhidi foo^ilh- 
ncfie our Apoitic doth difcouer and moit iuftly condemne. Agaync, 
he which dayly bcholdcth with how many andfundry vices (difci- 

f)Iine more and more decaying) chriftian people are polluted and defi- 
edjWill without all dout confefle , tliat there is neede of fome lames, 
who may freely and boldly reprehend and condemne thele fins which 
The author of common and rite among vs, Bcfides all tins the author of this 
this Ej>iiUe is Epiftlc dcfcrueth to be c.illed a glafic of godlineflc. For whether thou 
confidcicft his office, cyther bcholdefl his life, eyther thinkdl vpon 
the conflin cie in his confcflion^or weyelt the ende of his hfe,thou hafl 
both whereat greatly to maruell, and alio whtch thou maycll delire to 
imitate and follow, if thou wilt be counted a tnre Cb ifttan. Thus 
much concerning the argument, profit, and vfe of this Epiftic. Now it 
remameth todeclare wliy it is called General!. The EpifUes of the A- 
taine other in poftlcs, of Peter two, of Tohntacfirfi, one cf hid e,and this of lames 
thenewe Tc- are called Gcnerall,bicaufe they wcicnot appoynted and written to 
certayne cities and pcrfons (as all the EpilVics of Panic and ihefe- 
cond and third of John were) but were giucnto all the godly indif- 
ferently, difperfed in diucrs places through die whole vvcrld.Some doc 
call thefe Epiftlcs C monica!!, thereby to put a difference betwcenc 
them aiul the Epiflles ofPaule, who are in a mamfefl ertour.For the 
Epiftles- ofPaulcare no le fie Canonical I then the Hpiftlcs of lames, 
the fipilHcs of Peter ,or of lohn^bicaull* that whatfoeuer we read in the 
EpifllesofthcApoftlcs^wc ou^ht to embrace it as acanonornileof 
ibctrudi.
